COVINGTON, La ~(N EA )—It’s hard to understand how; 
or why art directors tind the locations they do for films. 
For a scene in “ Deadly Honeymoon.” which is shooting in 
and around New Orleans, they needed a lonely road at night. 
All that would show on screen would be the road's shoulder, 
some grass and trees. It’s a requirement not too difficult to 
find but everybody had to drive an hour to reach the scene. 
It was across the long, deadly straight Lake Ponchartrain 
Causeway, then inland through rural St Tammany Parish to 
this village. And he"e was the road, the grass, the trees, the 
car (one door removed so they could shoot in) and the cast 
and crew. 
Everybody was smeared with insect repellent because 
they were shooting at nignt and the mosquitoes were out 
in force. Producer Hugh Benson said the mosquitoes were well 
organized into flights of attackers, bombers and heavy bomb 
ers. 
The movie is a throwback to Hollywood's old days, in that 
it is a relatively big picture, with relative unknowns in the 
leads and there was a big talent search for the three stars. 
It's a story of a voung couple (R ebecca Diana Smith and 
D ick R amho) on their honeymoon. \ couple of toughs knock 
out the bridegroom bnd rape the bnde The balance of the 
tale is his derision to seek revenge anil his revengeful mission. 
Out on the road, in this scene, was the emotional moment 
when the girl tells her young husband that she has been 
attacked. It was a tough scene. Director Elliot Silverstein 
"Cat Ballou” and “ A Man Called Hcrse") wanted to get a 
certain pitch of emotion from his new star. R ebecca Diana 
Smith 
“ I have to heat her up a bit to get it out of her.” he 
said to me. How he did his beating up was to do the scene 
o\er and over, usually with no pause. 
“ We’ll go right awav.” he'd say. r.nd they’d do the scene 
again, without even a pause to fix the girl's hair. 
When it was over, they went right into another scene, in 
which Miss Smith ran away from the ear. with Dack R amho 
in pirsutt. She scared a cover of birds, who were supposed 
to fly up into the picture. 
Thev had boxes of doves and quails, with an air jet be 
neath the box to force the bird* to fly when a prop man 
pulled the cover awav. But, on cue. the birds huddled in the 
box. despite the air jet 
Eventually, after «everal failures, they solved the prob­ 
lem by having six or seven men lie an the ground, covered 
with black cloths. anJ each of them held a few birds in his 
hands. When the critical moment arrived, they threw the birds 
into the air. 
This has been a tough picture Miss Smith twisted her 
ankle and d*d her running scene »vith gritted teeth. R ambo’s 
arms were covered with poison oak. Silverstein had been 
hurt worst of all 
They had been filming on the porch of an old house. As he 
leaned to look through the camera view finder, the porch floor 
gave way and the camera fell against him pinning him to 
the wall of the house His scalp and cheek were cut and his 
cheekbone broken in five places.
